Over the li n g e r range, they are 
convinced th a t the K rem lin has 
its eye on the Congo as on other 
areas of new ly-aw akening Africa 
and sees u n re s t and instability as 
fertile seeds for spreading co m ­ 
m unism .

High Level Legume Diet 


Can Cause Distressing Bloat

A high proportion of legumes in 
pastures often 
result in 
serious 
bloating of 
dairy

Alfa­ 
lfa. red clover, and ladino clover 
are the plants most often associat­ 
ed with bloat.

icillni or terramycin. Presumably 
the mechanism in this case is in­ 
hibition of certain fo the gas-pro­ 
ducing micro-organisms and thus 
the reduction in rate of gas pro 
ductkxn.

seven to

With Congress slated to have another 
try at federal aid programs in a post-con­ 
vention session next month, it is assumed 
that federal aid for education will be 
one 
of the first items up for action. 
Though America spends $22 billion an­ 
nually for public and private education, 
triple the total of IO years ago. aid advo­ 
cates insist that $4 billion more of federal 
m oney is needed. 
New classrooms built since World War 
II total 680.000. which is more than h a lf 
the 1.3 million rooms now in use, so aid 
opponents contend there is little need for 
federal intervention in this field. Advocat­ 
es of intervention said five years ago that 
the 
nation 
would 
be 680.000 classrooms 
short in 1958. When 1958 arrived the U. S 
Bureau of Education estimated the short­ 
age at 141.900. Some educators said 
even 
that figure was exaggerated. 
The contention is gaining adherents that 
education suffers less from money short­ 


age than on too little emphasis on what 
taxpayers get for the money. 
“Our public schools and far too many of 
our 
colleges.'’ said 
President Grayson 
Kirk 
of 
Columbia 
University 
recently, 
“ have virtually abdicated their functions 
in society because they are content to give 
their students little more than an oppor­ 
tunity to have pleasurable social experi­ 
ences.” 
But Congress isn’t likely to settle anv of 
this in August.

On a warm day when you

reluctant to turn on the oven for a 
m ain course, consider serving this 
interesting range top omelet. 
Does your family

Chinese 
food? Then they are likely to take 
to this dish because it’s patterned 
after famous Egg Foo Young. The 
difference between the two? Foo 
Young is cooked in individual por­ 
tions. This omelet is cooked all at 
once and cut into four servings. 
No vegetable accom panim ent is 
needed for this dish. It’s chock-full 
of w ater chestnuts, bean sprouts, 
green pepper, scallions and chick­

Serve it with Chinese

CHINESE TYPE OMELET 
Ingredients: 5 eggs,

ounces) w ater chestnuts (drained 
and thinly sliced), I cup (half of a 
1-pound can) drained bean sprouts, 
Va cup diced cooked chicken ( r a k ­ 
ed down), 
cup pure vegetable 
oil. 
Method. Beat eggs with salt just 
until yolks and whites are com bin­ 
ed and eggs are slightly 
foamy. 
Add scallions, green pepper, w at­ 
er chestnuts, bean sprouts and chi­ 
cken; mix.

skillet over low heat until very hot;

In TV you arrive on the stage 
around 8 
a m . ; 
you’re 
shooting 
your first scene a few m inutes 
later. T h ere’s not a dawdler in 
sight, and you’re lucky if anyone 
takes tim e out to introduce you 
or anyone else to anybody. In one 
of my recent “ Detectives” shows 
I worked through three important 
scenes with one young fellow be­ 
fore I suddenly realized I didn’t 
know who he was. 
A year ago I waded, easy-like, 
to TV thinking: “ What,” I mused, 
“ can I lose 
by getting 
my feet 
w et?” 
After 36 shows, 
however, 
I ’m in it up to my neck, not w ad­ 
ing any more. 
Television is an exciting busi 
ness; I love it. I like the staccato

I 
also love making motion pictures 
and hope to do a few more before 
they decide to put me out to p as­ 
ture. 


But I now wonder how 1 11 react 
to

com paratively 
leisurely 
tempo of a motion picture set. I ’m 
not sure. After a year of TV you 
get to feel like a racehorse. Set­ 
tling back down to the ambling 
pace on a motion picture sound 
stage may throw me for a while, 
but 1 11 still love it.
